TTLnter  wheat  acreage  in  Spain  and  Italy  is  increase:'..     In  Spain  it  is  esti- 
mated that  13,175*333  acres  have  been  sown,  which  is  an  increase  of  253,303  acres 
over  the  area  for  1921-22.    Yhile  no  definite  estimate  is  available  for  Italy  an 
increase  is  indicated 

TJheat  conditions  in  gag pt .  In.aa  and  Japan  are  good.     In  Egypt  the  sowing  of 
grain  crops  was  continuing  normally  up  to  January  first.    The  condition  of  the  wheat 
crop  was  average  in  Upper  Egypt,  but  slightly  below  average  .in  middle  and  lower  Egypt 
The  wheat  crop  of  India  is  in  good  condition  and  a  large  harvest  is  expect  e;-:  in  zae 
western  part.     The  growing  wheat  crop  of  Japan  is  reported  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Corn  harvesting  in  Egypt  was  reported  to  be  about  completed  by  the  first  of 
January,  the  yield  being  slightly  below  average. 

The  corn  area  in  Argentina  is  estimated  at  7,851,333  acres  this  season  as  ccm- 
ferec  with  7,3^-*-»330  acres  a  year  ago. 

PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE  NOTES. 

The  wheat  crop  of  Chile  has  decreased  about  231,000  bushels.    The  production 
this  year  amounts  to  21,57(5,330  bushels  as  compared  with  22,173,610  bushels  in  1921- 
22. 

New  Zealand  will  have  wheat  for  export  in  spite  of  a  reduced  crop,  according 
to  a  report  of  the  Earners'  Union  of  that  country.     The  1922-23  harvest  is  estimated 
at  3,333,^33  bushels,  as  compared  with  10,565, 003  bushels  last  year.    The  new  crop 
is  believed  to  "be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  domestic  requirements  and  considerable 
stocks  of  the  eld  crop  are  said  to  be  still  on  hand  so  a  fairly  good  exportable  sur- 
plus is  counted  on. 

Cultivat ed  land  in  England  and  TTales  is  now  about  the  same  as  the  pre-war  area 
but  permanent  pastures  are  less  extensive.     The  cultivated  land  has  been  decreasing 
since  I9I8  when  it  amounted  to  12,393,333  acres.     It  now  amounts  to  11,311,330  acres 
as  compared  with  11,335,300  acres  in  1912.    Permanent  pastures  now  occupy  lU, 715,330 
acres  as  compare:  with  14,539,333  acres  in  1918  and  15,339,330  acres  in  1912. 

The  total  value  of  the  field  crors  of  Canada  increased  $52,275,333  over  that 
of  last  year.     The  value  for  1922  is  estimated  at  $984,139,533  as  compared  with 
$931,863,073  in  1921  ani  $1,455 ,244,050  in  1920.    Wheat  was  the  most  important  crop 
this  year  with  an  estimated  value  of  $333,966,333.     last  year  hay  and  clover  ranked 
first  with  a  value  of  $267,704,233.

walnut  crop,  of  France,  is  more  than  double  that  of  last  year,    A  consular 
report  places  the  crop  of  1922  at  between  105,803,000  and  lll+, 603,000  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  US,  9*4+^00  pounds  in  1921. 

Asiatic  fefeZ  supplied  most  of  the.  dates  imported  into  the  United  States.  In 
1^21,  out  total  imports  amounted  to  1+9,003,000  pounds  of  which  2 6,000, 000  pounds  or 
?->  per  cent  caae  from  Turkey  in  Asia  which  does  nob  include  over  2,000.000  pounds 
imported  from  Palestine  and  Syria.     In  1Q20  Turkey  supplied  about  75  per  cent  of  our 
aates.     Statistics  for  the  first  9  months  of  1922  would  seem  to  indicate  a  lar^e 
decrease  in  tne  imports  of  this  commodity. 

At  least  ^Qj^Airds  of  the  figs  imported  into  the  Unit  eel  States  come  from  G-reece 
and  Turkey,    In  1921    total  imports  into  the  United  States  amounted  to  38,706,330 
pounds  as  compared  with  31,1+37,000  pounds  in  1920,  the  two  countries  mentioned  above 
supplying  74  per  cent  and  05  per  cent  respectively  during  these  two  vears.     Total  im- 
ports for  the  first  9  months  of  1922  amounted  to  only  9,030,333  pounds. 

Gp_ats_,  camels  and.  buffaloes,  have  increased  in  Palestine  during  the  year  1921-22, 
according  to  the  enumerations  of  the  tax  collectors.     Goats  increased  from  271*753, 
in  1921  to  358 5 573  in  1922,    Turing  the  same  period  camels  increased  from  Q,033  to 
17,9/3"  and  buffaloes  from  620  to  1,007.    Sheep,  on  the  other  hand,  decreased  from 
2o2,l+00  to  220,251. 

^h3eP  jjagreased  in  Jugoslavia  during  1921,  according  to  a  preliminary  estimate. 
Tne  number  in  1922  is  placed  at  8,l+6l,50U  as  compared  with  7,011,201+  at  the  beginning 
of  1921. 

Sheep  and  goats  increas ed  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  during  the  period  from 
April  30,  I92.I  to  oune  30,  1922.    At  the  latter  date  sheep  numbered  35,091,980  show- 
ing an  increase  of  jt36z,k6&t  and  goats  numbered  g,  960,951+  showing  an  increase  of 
l,12l+,25S. 

52SSSS5ELioS  of.  SS^arine  in  Finland  is  increasing  steadily.     Since  1919  when  the 
amount  consumed  was  slightly  more  than  in  1913  the  amount  used  has  more  than  doubled 
amounting  to  6,6Cb;011  pounds  in  1921. 

^  Aas  trail  an  Meat  fonncJJL  has  been  formed  for  the  improvement  and  stabilization 
of  the  meat  industry  of  Australia. 

A  probable  increase  in  the  number  of  cat; tie  in  Argentina  of  about  2,003,333  head 
is  indicated  by  the  extent  to  which  the  pastures  are  overloaded.

Ioea]  r-c-ts  in  New  Zealand  are  that  a  New  York  firm  has  contracted  for  10,6+0, 
000  pounds"  of  l'ew  Zealand  batter.     Of  this  amount  only  a  small  proportion  is  said  to 
have  been  forwarded  as  yet. 

Erf  ees  paid  to  ^ro^ucers  for  butter  fat  in  New  Zealand  were,  approximately  9f 
bents  lower  than  in"  Iowa  during  New  Zealand's  last  seasonal  year.     Practically  the 
same  difference  is  indicated  by  the  average  wholesale  prices  of  butter  on  the  princi- 
pal markets  of  Hew  Zealand  and  the  United  States. 

A  decr^asa  in  the  Canadian  imports  of  eggs  from  the  United  States  is  expected 
during"  the  next  few  months,  due  to  the  new  Canadian  regulations  for  the  gracing  of 
imported  eggs,  according  to  a  report  of  the -American  Consul  at  0,tawa.    *kny  pf  the 
egis  usually  shipped  up  to  Canada  at  this  time  from  the  soutnem  States  fill  all  the 
requirements  of  the  "special"  grade  of .  the  Canadian  regulations  except  in  size,  but 
on  that  account  must  be  biassed  as  "seconds". 

Cattle  -prices  in  Eqenps  Aires  improved  during  the  latter  part  of  December.  From 
the  Diddle  of  November  tc  the  middle  of  December  prices  were  at  the  lowest  point  in 
thirteen  years.     The  finest  grade  chilled  beef  steers  sold  for  the  equivalent  of 
$3.25  per  100  pounds  live  weight  as  compared  with  an. average  01  $8.89.  per  100  pounds 
for  good  beef  steers  in  Chicago     In  the  last  half  of  December  the  market  was  some- 
what stronger,  chilled  beef  steers  selling  for  the  equivalent  of  about  $3,35  Per 
100  pounds. 

The  British  rool  Industry  is  reviving.    The  outstanding  feature  of  the  trade  dur- 
ing 1922  was  the  demand  for  wool  in  manufacturing  circles  as  evidenceu  by  the  gradual 
increase  in  prices  during  the  year.     It  is  estimated  that  double  the  quantity  of 
machinery  is  now  running  compared  with  the  beginning  of  1922,     In  the  aggregate  there 
appears  to  be  a  larger  consumption  of  raw  wool  than  before  the  war. 

Mexico  off e»  a  good  market  for  American  lard,  the  exports  from  the  United  States 
to  thaT^£r7h?ving  shown  a  considerable  increase  during  recent  years.    The  ship- 
ments to  that  market    uring  the  first  eleven  months  01  1922  amounted  to  1+1,1+33 ,570 
wunds,  as  compared  with  37, 22^,705  Pounds  .hiring  the  corresponding  perloa  of  1921.

The  produc- 
tion of  filberts  for  the  coming  season  is  approximately  13,000,000  pounds  and  it 
is  estimated  that  this  amount  together  with  the  old  stocks  on  hand  which  are  about 
U,U00,000  pounds  will  more  than  supply  the  demand.    The  pistac'chio  production  is 
as  usual  uncertain,  but  it  is  believed  that  it  will  amount  to  something  near 
3U,000  pounds.

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CATTLE  SITUATION  IN  ARGENTINA. 

Reports  from  nearly  all  parts  of  the  Argentine  Republic  show  that  at  the 
present  time  pastures  are  overloaded  with  cattle  many  of  which  should  have  been 
sold  a  year  ago,  according  to  a  report  of  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  in 
Buenos  Aires.     This  condition  of  affairs  indicate  he  believes  that  the  increased 
breeding  operations  were  pretty  general  throughout  the  Republic. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  he  states  that  he  would  be  inclined  to  add  per- 
haps 2,000,000  to  the  number  of  cattle  in  the  Argentine  at  present  bringing  the 
total  up  to  between  30  and  32  million  head. 


FRENCH  MEAT  SITUATION. 

French  meat  consumption  is  reported  to  be  much  heavier  than  before  the  war. 
Peasants  who  served  in  the  army  have  become  accustomed  to  a  meat  ration  and  are 
not  disposed  to  give  it  up  on  their  return  to  civil  life.     French  farmers  are 
said  to  be  better  off  financially  than  before  the  war  and  can  afford  more  meat. 
Imports  of  frozen  beef  and  mutton  are  increasing  for  urban  populations  and  now 
form  about  15  per  cent  of  the  total  meat  consumption.     Chilled  meat  sells  for 
only  about  half  the.  price  of  similar  cuts  of  fresh  meat.

In  a  notice  inserted  in  the  Buenos  Aires  Here  Id  of  December  14,  1922 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  requested  the  cooperation  of  all  stock  raisers  in 
the  compilation  of  the  census  which  was  to  take  place  the  latter  part  of 
December.     Tho  "Estancieros"  were  requested  to  prepare  beforehand,  accurc.te 
statistics  regarding  tne  animals  on  their  properties  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  obtaining  of  accurate  figures. 


AUSTRALIAN  MEAT  COUNCIL. 

An  Australian  Meat  Council  has  been  formed  as  a  result  of  a  Conference 
of  all  interests  called  by  the  Commonwealth  Government  for  the  purpose  of 
encouraging,  improving  and  stabilizing  the  meat  industry  of  Australia.  The 
Council  held  its  first  meeting  in  Melbourne,  November  9,  1922. 

iiL.ong  other  things  it  will  urge  a  reduction  of  freight  on  frozen  meat 
and  meat  products,  the  installation  of  self-registering  thermometers  in  the 
holds  of  steamers  and  a  reduction  in  freight  on  pedigreed  stock  from  the  United 
Kingdom.     It  also  proposes  to  send  representatives  to  the  East,  to  London 
and  to  Argentina  to  investigate  conditions  there.
